The  deplorable  Beeoher-Tilton  affair  ap¬ 
proaches  a  depoument.

The  soil  is  to  be  excavated  18  inches  below 
grade,  and  replaced  by  small  stone  12  inches 
deep,  gravel  6  inches,  and  ashes  one  inch, 
finished  hy  thorough  rolling  with  an  iron 
roller.  It  is  believed  that  an  excellent  and 
durable  wulk  will  be  obtained.  The  gfavel 
has  been  furnished  by  the  Morris  Canal  Co. 
at  the  mere  cost  of  loading  and  towing  it 
from  the  Pompton  feeder,  from  whence  it 
is  obtained  by  dredging.  Town  Committee¬ 
men  Potter,  Reford  and  a  few  favored  cit¬ 
izens  having  secured  some  at  this  cheap 
rate,  a  rumor  prevails  that  we  have  a  gravel 
ring  in  Bloomfield.

The  Public  Meeting. 

On  account  of  the  ram.  the  meeting  of 
the  citizens  called  for  Saturday  evening  last, 
was  postponed  until  Tuesday  eveuingof  this 
week,  when  the  meeting  was  held,  in  froDt 
of  E.  Wilde’s  store.  P.  Weaver  acted  as 
chairman,  and  Jos.  K.  Oakes  as  secretary. 
The  attendance  numbered  about  one  hun¬ 
dred,  among  whom  were  citizens  from  all 
parts  of  the  township.  The  Chairman  stated 
that  the  meeting  was  called  to  considwr  the 
expediency  of  remitting  84,000  which  had 
been  voted  at  the  town  meeting  for  grading 
streets  in  case  of  applications  being  made 
for  telford  pavement.  The  time  limited  hy 
the  Town  Committee  for  receiving  applica¬ 
tions  for  pavement  having  expired,  this 
money  wa£  not  needed,  and  therefore  should 
not  be  assessed.  After  this  explanation  of 
the  object  of  the  meeting,  the  following 
preamble  and  resolution  was  read  :

now  gas  enough,  if  not  too  much.
